Tllli INCONSTANT MOON. 


Wo have been reading, with much 


interest, a lecture delivered by Pro' 
fessor Sonle at the California State 
University, before a large assembly 
of students and visitors, on "The 
Moon." He remarked that it is one 
of tho smallest of the heavenly bodies, 
though by no means the least inter- 
esting. 
Its apparent size is only 


second in the sky. 
The feeling of 


reverence with which it has always 
been regarded was attributed by the 
lecturer to the feeling of nearness to 
our own world. 
Situated at a dis- 


tance of less than ten times the cir- 
cumference of the earth, a distance 
which many a mariner passes over 
during his life of circumnavigation, 
it is not wonderful, he thought, that 
moon hoaxes gain credence and boys 
with telescopic eyes are constantly 
being found. The inhabiUbility of 
the moon can only be considered 
through our knowledge of certain 
facts. 
"When wo reason from possi- 


bilities we can arrive at no sound 
conclusions. 
We have the result of 


the labors of dead and living scien- 
tists. 
Investigations of the moon

The Fryer Furnace and Mill. 


[ttrasa Valley Tidings, May 6.J 


On Tuesday, through the courtesy 


of Mr. Robert M. Fryer we had the 
pleasure of inspecting the Fryer 
Works out on the Gienbropk place 
and of witnessing the manipulation 
and treatment of ores by this process, 
from the feeding in of the raw ore as 
it comes from the mine to the draw- 
ing off of the amalgam from the cyl- 
inders. 
Having setMired his patents 


throughout the world, so far as deem- 
ed necessary, Mr. Fryer is now very 
free to communicate, and the process 
or mode of operation pursued by him 
is very simple. Stripped of all tech- 
nicalities and superfluous language 
the works consist of-a roasting for- 
naue and a reduction mill, both en- 
tirely novel in their construction and 
application to the purposes of ex- 
tracting gold and silver from their 
ores or enclosing rocks. 


THE FUBNACE" 


Is not unlike a well constructed lime 
kiln, its walls being made of boiler 
iron and double, to contain water, af- 
ter tho manner of the Haskell copper 
smelting furnace. The bottom is re- 
movable and invertible to facilitate 
the discharge of the roasted ore. 
Over the furnace and beneath tho 
chimney stack is an arrangement of 
spray or water jets for condensing, 
whatever of the noble metal* that 
may become volatilized by the in- 
tense heat employed in roosting. 


THE BOASTING 


Is effected by simply dumping a cord 
of wood into the bottom of the fur- 
nace and upon this two or three tons 
of ore. Then the wood is set on tire 
and, being smothered with quartz, is 
charred and by the aid of properly 
constructed drafts an intense heat is 
obtained which is about four hours 
very thoroughly cooks tho batch of 
ore and it is claimed not only desul- 
phurizes but free* the same from all 
minerals and metallic combinations 
except the noble metals, gold aud 
silver, which are left free to amalga- 
mate in 


MB MILL, 


Which consists of a Blitke or other 
crusher, a series of stamping and 
amalgamating cylinders of peculiar 
construction and a fine gold stiver of 
last resort. 
The operation of the 


Blake crusher is well known, and this 
reduces the roasted ore to a size suit- 
able for feeding into 


THE CYLINDK11S, 


Each of which is simply a shell of 
light boiler iron, about six feet long 
aud sixteen inches in diameter, with 
two cast iron heads, one heud being 
removable and fastened like that of a 
retort, and partly liue-.l with heavy 
oust iron 
strips. 
Between these 


strips plays up and down from end 
to end of tho cyliiider a hollow oast 
iron 
head 
weighing about 250 


pounds. 
Those cylinders are fas- 


tened by one end upon a hub or 
shaft, eight of them forming a circle 
like the spokes of a wheel and two 
rows of these spokes, or sixteen cyl- 
inders forming a section correspond- 
ing with a battery in a stamp mill. 
Each cylinder is charged with 250 
pounds of ore or roek together with 
quicksilver and hot water to form a 
pulp mid the section in set to revolv- 
ing at the rate of ten to twenty turns 
pur minute. Euch revolution gives 
two drops of each of thbse stamp 
head.-1 und a pan grinding movement 
over twenty-four feet of surface. The 
drops crush the larger lumps, the 
sliding motion grinds finer and at 
the name time brightens the gold and 
aids in the process of amalgamation, 
and the shucking back aud forth 
keeps the whole pulp iu motion and 
brings the quicksilver in contact 
with every particle of rouk and metal. 
Tho operation seems to us to com- 
bine the features of the stamp battery 
with those of tho old Freiburg barrel 
and l.lie pan anmlgunmtor. The cyl- 
inders nre quickly discharged into a 
large iron trough whence the amal- 
gam is drawn off und'the pulp passes 
into a vat und through the silver of 
fine gold and quicksilver, which con- 
sists of a square box twelve feet long 
lined with cop; er pUtoa, net on an 
incline and 
revolving constantly, 


through which ull the.slimes must 
pan*.
